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City explores three 
alternatives on new 
cable tv franchise

Lompoc hat three alternatives on how 
to proceed with a cable television 
franchise, City Attorney Alan Davidson 
told a meeting of the City Council Cable 
TV Committee Thursday night. 
“Whichever way we go, we need to 
move quickly," he added. 
Davidson noted that the present 15- 
year franchise with TelePrompTer Inc. 
of Lompoc expires on September of 1978 
but that much has to be done prior to that 
time in order to prevent interruption in 
cable service. 
A new franchise needs to be awarded 
well in advance of that date, he said, so 
that whoever is going to provide the ser­ 
vice can make adequate plans for doing 
it.

UAW reaches agreement 
with GM to end strike 


DETROIT (UPI) — General Motors Corp. and the United 
Auto Workers announced agreement today on a new national 
contract for 890,000 workers, 12 hours after 80,000 workers 
left their jobs in selective strikes dubbed “Operation 
Apache ” The quick settlement made it the shortest auto 
strike in the union’s 40-year history. 
Top UAW officials urged the striking workers at 16 plants 
in seven states to return to their jobs at their next scheduled 
shift starting time.

Directors of Santa Ynez River Water 
Conservation District Thursday asked 
the County Water Agency to renegotiate 
a $100,000 contract with CDM Co., 
because the company failed to do a com­ 
plete job on the first phase of a study on 
conjunctive use. 
The directors and their consultants, 
legal counsel Stanley C. Hatch, and 
engineer, Thomas M. Stetson, said a 
report on the first phase showed the 
company did not go far enough in the 
work, and now wanted to go directly into 
phase 2.

Hatch and Stetson will discuss the 
question of recovering some of the first 
phase cost with the water agency. 
In other action, the directors heard a 
progress report showing a City of Lom­ 
poc proposal for capturing flood nows of 
the Santa Ynez for a spreading basin 
project east of the city is going forward. 
A public hearing on the question will be 
held next month.

The GM contract went a bit further than the Ford and 
Chrysler contracts in several areas, including eye care, psy­ 
chiatric benefits and in the key union demand for a GM 
pledge not to interfere with UAW organizing activities at 
new plants in the South. 


Announcement of the tentative three-year contract at 
12 30 p.m. EST was the culmination of a marathon bargain­ 
ing session that began at 9:30 a.m. Thursday. It was the 
longest single meeting of the four-month-long auto industry 
contract talks for 730,000 U.S. and Canadian workers. 


Woodcock and Bluestone said the union has scheduled a 
meeting of the UAW’s General Motors Council in Detroit 
next Tuesday to review tentative settlement and send the 
lari of the “Big Three" labor pacts to the rank and file for 
their approval. 
The 80,000 striking workers left their jobs at 12:01 a.m. to­ 
day in an unprecedented strike that was both selective in 
scope and unusual in nature. 


The alternatives suggested by 
Davidson were these: 
— Go to bid for proposals to allow 
representatives of the cable television 
industry, including the present franchise 
holder, to submit proposals. 
— Refranchise with TelePrompTer as 
the company has requested so as to allow 
it adequate time to make necessary 
adjustments and to know whether it will 
be continuing in business locally. 
— Pursue a plan of municipal 
ownership of the cable television ser­ 
vice. along lines of the electrical utility 
service now provided by the city. 
Davidson cited several concerns in 
relation to the third alternative, notably 
that the city would have to decide on 
whether to continue to, serve the ad­ 
d itio n a l area s now served by 
TelePrompTer and if not, to apply for 
new head-in and microwave facilities. 
Furthermore, he added, it would 
require a minimum of 18 months to 
secure the necessary hardware to go into 
the cable tv business. 
He suggested that the city should 
decide within 80 days what it is going to 
do. 
Davidson will work with committee 
member Thomas Froemming to develop 
a series of pros and cons on each alter­ 
native for presentation to the City Coun­ 
cil 
Councilwoman Charlotte Benton, who 
chairs the committee, announced that 


there will be another public input 
meeting late in December, at a date to 
be determined, to get opinions on which 
direction the council should go. 
She said she preferred that the hearing 
be held after the entire city has had 
Channel 2 restored to its service by 
TelePrompTer, which utilized the chan­ 
nel for its added-cost Home Box Office 
service since last August. 
Perry Nash, district manager for 
TelePrompTer, and Joe Johnson, Lom­ 
poc manager, were present at the 
meeting to report on progress in the 
restoration project and to answer other 
questions relating to service. 
It was announced that work would 
begin today simultaneously in three 
parts of the city on the placing of con­ 
verters into each HBO subscriber’s 
home to enable the reception of that ser­ 
vice on a midband channel between 
Channels 6 and 7. This is a prerequisite 
to the unscrambling of Channel 2 to 
regular subscribers. 
The work, Nash said, will take 
between three and four weeks, with com­ 
pletion scheduled no later than 
December 20. Some will have Channel 2 
restored today. 


The committee spent considerable 
time in technical discussions on the 
prewiring of new construction for cable 
tv outlets and who should pay for having 
this work done: the cable company, the 
developer or the homeowner. The input 
gathered from the meeting will assist 
the committee in coming up with recom­ 
mendations for wording in a proposed or­ 
dinance relating to this subject, Mrs. 
Benton said. 
Several members of the small crowd 
— about a dozen citizens were on hand — 
had comments to make, mostly concer- 
ing the service. Nash and Johnson ex­ 
plained that several recent service in­ 
terruptions were the result of power 
failures over which the company had no 
control. 
Alberta Morgan repeated earlier con­ 
tentions that the last time represen­ 
tatives of the committee met it was in 
violation of the Brown Act. 
Councilwoman Elinor Lefkowitz, a 
member of the audience, called the 
charge “absolutely untrue" and invited 
anyone who wanted clarification on the 
provisions of the Brown Act, which 
relates to open public meetings, to come 
to City Hall. 
Consumer prices 
increase by .3% 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Consumer 
prices increased 0.8 per cent in October, 
the fifth consecutive month of easing in­ 
flation, the Labor Department said to­ 
day. 
The actual inflation rate was actually 
a little less for all consumers except 
those buying new cars. The department 
said new cars accounted for more than 
one-third of the increase in commodities 
prices. 
Most of the rest of lari month’s in­ 
crease resulted from higher prices for 
gasoline, utilities, automobile insurance, 
fruits and vegetables. 
Consumer prices in October were 5.3 
per cent higher than a year ago because 
of the easing inflation rate, the depart­ 
ment said. For instance, October, 1975, 
prices were 7.6 per cent higher over a 


similiar period. After rising 0.6 in May, 
consumer prices have dropped in the 
subsequent months. 
Despite a slowing in price increases, 
the department said taxes continued to 
bite into worker earnings. 
The gross weekly pay of an average 
worker increased 13 cents for each $10 
earned after deducting the effects of 
inflation from October a year ago. After 
paying his taxes, however, the worker 
took home four cents less for each $10 
earned compared with year ago spen­ 
dable earnings. 
The Consumer Price Index stood at 
173.3 in October before seasonal adjust­ 
ment from the 1967 base of 100. That 
means the average consumer spent 
$17.33 last month to buy goods costing 
only $10 nine years ago. 


School officials devise 
new work permit system 


Patty Hearst 
released into 
marshal custody Lompoc Hospital s rate 
of financial loss drops

A new work permit form will 
eliminate confusion and protect both the 
employer and the teen-age employe, 
school officials said today. 
Jerry Bommersbach, work education 
supervisor for Lompoc High School, said 
the new form will eliminate some of the 
costly paper work of the former system 
and simplify communication with the 
public. 
Under the new system, that became ef­ 
fective last month, a student work per­ 
mit will be valid through the entire 
school year. It replaces a system in 
which a student had to fill out a new 
work permit form every time he got a 
new job. 
An estimated 160 youngsters at Lom­ 
poc High School are presently holding 
jobs along with their regular school 
obligations, Bommersbach said. And the 
total is about evenly broken down 
between girls and boys. 


About 80 per cent of the youngsters 
have jobs in the general or vocational 
categories, which pay at least the 
minimum wage, while the balance have 
jobs under an “exploratory" lable for 
which they receive classroom credit, but 
no pay. 
There is an identical program at 
Cabrillo High School, according to Dale 
Lardy, head of work experience for the 
Vandenberg Village high school, but the 
facts of life are a little more difficult: 
there are fewer students Involved, 137, 
and jobs are harder to get and the oppor­ 
tunities are mainly limited to general 
and exploratory fields. Exploratory jobs 
are designed to acquaint the student with 
a new field of work. 


Both schools use the new work permit 
form. It contains spaces for all the 
necessary statistical data, plus regula- 


tions on the kinds of work a youngster 
can do, the number of hours he can work 
and other pertinent regulations. 


Bommersbach is hopeful that the new 
form will make the work education 
program run more smoothly. 


For reasons that are largely 
geographical, Lompoc High School’s 
program is more sophisticated. The stu­ 
dent workers are closer to the jobs and 
thus are able to get there easier, and 
more chepaly Cabrillo students on the 
other hand have to add travel time and 
expense to their requirements. In some 
cases those factors can be difficult to 
manage. Lardy says. 


Job possibilities at Lompoc High 
School are divided between general, 
vocational and exploratory, Bommer­ 
sb ach sa y s, G en era l in c lu d e s 
restaurants, commerce; vocational: 
automotive, agriculture and industrial; 
exploratory may cover every ' con­ 
ceivable kind of work, bearing in mind 
that the students are not permitted to 
work with explosives, in mining or with 
power saws or otter hazardous equip­ 
ment 


Lompoc High School has also placed 
students in jobs at all except one local 
bank. Savings and loan associations are 
expected to join the program next year, 
according to Bommersbach.

SAN DIEGO (UPI) — Warden William 
Lumpkin released Patricia Hearst from 
San Diego's federal jaU to the custody of 
U S marshals early today without learn­ 
ing where they were taking her. 
Lumpkin confirmed to newsmen Miss 
Hearst was handed over to the marshals 
“sometime this morning’’ but would not 
say what time she left the high-rise 
Metropolitan Correctional Center. 
“I have no idea," he said when asked 
where she was. 
In San Francisco Miss Hearst’s at­ 
torney went into a private conference 
with the U.S. District Judge Orrick. 
It appeared Miss Hearst, after 14 
months behind bars, was only hours 
away from ter conditional release with 
the aid of a $500,000 obligation by her 
father and an uncle. 
She was turned over to marshals at the 
San Diego jail’s booking office before be­ 
ing taken by underground tunnel to the 
U.S. Courthouse across the street, 
Lumpkin said. His instructions for the 
release came from the director of the 
U S Bureau of Prisons, he said. 


Holiday mail 
deadline moved 
up one week 


Assistant Postmaster Bill Ratcliff to­ 
day urged citizens to mail all domestic 
Christmas parcels and cards, by Dec. 10 
instead of Dec. 17, because of pressures 
of a United Parcel Service strike in the 
east, 
Ratcliff said his department had been 
alerted to an impending crush of mail 
because erf the strike. 
A previous announcement had asked 
citizens to mail by Dec. 17 for certain 
delivery by Christmas. 
Ratcliff said the traditional Christmas 
stamps would be on sale at First Valley 
Bank. Hallmark greeting card store; 
Mission Federal and Imperial Savings 
and Loan Associations and Crocker 
Bank Sales at the various outlets will 
take some of the pressure off the Post 
Office, Ratcliff said 


The continuing monthly operational 
loss at the Lompoc District Hospital took 
a dip last month, according to the Oc­ 
tober statistical report that was 
presented last night at the board of 
directors meeting. 
The report showed an $18,965.48 loss in 
October. In September, the hospital lost 
$56,724.53 in expenses. 
Although patient occupancy increased 
a few per cent figures last month, the 
operational loss went down because of 
strict control of expenses, Jane 
Flaherty, acting hospital administrator, 
said today. 
She added that “employes have been 
helpful in taking days off without pay in 
nursing, and in other departments they 
have cut back work hours.” 
To date, the hospital is $163,788.86 in 
red this fiscal year. The losses have been 
blamed on low patient occupancy 
because of a doctor shortage in Lompoc. 
However, the patient census has 
“gradually" risen for the past two 
weeks, reported Mrs. Flaherty. 


“We are hopefully on the upclimb,” 
she said. 
The statistical report also shows that 
the district’s Convalescent Care Center 
loat $14,132.41 last month and $54,359 52 


so far this fiscal year. 
Mrs. Flaherty explained a reason for 
this is that 40 to 50 per cent of the resi­ 
dents at the CCC are Medi-Cal patients 
and the state has been late in reimburs­ 
ing the district. 
“Sometimes we don’t get paid for two 
and three months," said the acting ad­ 
ministrator. 
During last night’s meeting, Mrs. 
Flaherty reported on progress of the 
hospital's estimated $400,000 remodeling 
project. 
Remodeling of the physical therapy 
department may be finished in two or 
three weeks The cost will be about 
$6,000, but most of that will be covered 
by a $5,000 donation from the Lompoc 
Hospital Women’s Auxiliary. 
She said this morning that the 
emergency room is expected to be 
moved to the hospital's west wing area 
by December. 
The plans for new lab and X-ray rooms 
are nearly complete. The lab is moving 
to the west wing at a cost of $50,000 for 
plumbing, cabinets and other fixtures. 
The X-ray department will move into the 
lab’s previous quarters which will be 
remodeled for $75,000. 


A new X-ray machine also will be 
purchased for $150,000. 
First air service since 
June restored in Beirut 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) - Two Mid­ 
dle East Airlines jets touched down at 
Beirut International Airport today, 
restoring air service to the strife-torn 
capital for the first time since June 


“I think its a fantastic sensation. I 
won’t forget it for the rest of my life," 
said Middle East Airlines vice president 
Salim Salaam as he stood on the apron 
and watched a Boeing 747 jumbo jet taxi 
up to the terminal. 
Heavy fighting around the airport and 


shelling forced its closure in June. Of­ 
ficials of MEA, Lebanon’s national car­ 
rier, estimated the company’s losses 
since the civil war began In April, 1975 at 
about $26 million. Salaam said MEA has 
lost about $2.5 million a month since the 
airport was closed.

Boeing 707 from Rome with only two 
passengers on board was the first plane 
to land at the airport, touching down at 
9:20a.m.

m oratorium of the G oleta 
County Water District. 
The potential for litigation if 
all interested parties attem pt to 
extract water they are claiming 
was seen Thursday at a county 
environmental review hearing 
on the San Vincente Mobile 
Home Park project of actor 
Fess Parker and partner Fred 
Rice. * 
Earlier, the County Planning 
Commission continued to Dec 8 
a heanng on a development 
plan for a proposed 111-unit 
townhouse complex of Fred 
Lively. 
Developers in both cases are 
planning to extract water via 
wells and private small water 
systems from the east subbasin 
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of the G oleta groundw ater 
basin. 
P r e v i o u s l y . 
c o u n t y 
au th o rities have given the 
green light to relatively small 
commercial projects utilizing 
their own water systems, after 
Goleta water district directors 
found the district could not sup­ 
ply them with district water. 
But now new battlelines are 
being drawn in the valley’s 
water skirmish with advent of 
large residential developments 
coming into the picture for the 
first time 
Acting County Environmen­ 
tal Coordinator Albert Mc­ 
Curdy on Thursday found an en­ 
vironm ental im pact report 
(E IR ) on the mobile home park 
project as complete, with the 
understanding that in the next 
two weeks an addendum would 
be provided addressed to the 
w ater m anagem ent problem 
and legal ram ificatio n s of 
water, tn this case. 
The final EIR draft will go 
before the Planning Commis­ 
sion at its Dec. 15 meeting to 
consider application for the 
park project on 64.8 acres of 
land which St. Vincent's School 
is proposing to lease to the 
developers 
The property is 
north of Highway 101. west of 
San Marcos Pass Road, south of 
Cathedral Oaks Road, and east 
of Fess Parker’s Rancho Santa 
Barbara Mobile Home Park. 
In addition to the impact on 
the groundwater basin (loss of 
66 acre feet per year from the 
east subbasin is seen due to a 
complete project), the m atter 
of aesthetics was brought up. 


Area residents attending the 
meeting showed concern at the 
proposed p ro life ra tio n of 
hundreds of additional mobile 
homes in the sam e area where 
an existing complex is set up. 
St. Vincent’s School is in need 
of added funding and its citrus 
ranch property sought as the 
mobile home park has been a 
losing proposition, county of­ 
ficials were told. There is an 
existing well on the property 
and Parker holds a state water 
permit for it. A backup well 
probably would be needed in the 
event the project is set up. 
The concern of the Goleta and 
La Cumbre water districts — it 
was shown at the hearing — is 
over t he p o t e n t i a l of an 
overdraft of the groundwater 
basin. The G oleta d istric t 
doesn’t have wells within this 
subbasion however, and while 
La Cumbre has one well in the 
subbasin, it is not pumping at 
the rate to m eet any future 
developm ents, according to 
C o u n t y 
E n v i r o n m e n t a l 
Geologist Gil La Freniere 
Approval of the townhouse 
project planned for the west 
side of Turnkipe Ave.. just 
south of the Southern Pacific 
Company railroad would mean 
possibly 20 or 30 more acre feet 
would be drawn annually from 
the basin, it is estim ated 
Developer Walter Lively has 
set up a well system as an alter­ 
nate to Goleta district water, 
and felt he should get project 
approval on that basis. 
Although the groundwater 
basin in the valley is not yet 
physically o v erd rafted , La 


F r e n ie r e e x p la in e d , the 
problem of such private water 
systems being authorized for 
large projects leads to ques­ 
tions of whether water will be 
available for long-term use, if 
there is overcommitment of the 
present supply.

Al Pico, president of the 
Lompoc Valley Cham ber of 
Commerce, announced today 
that the Cham ber Board of 
Directors has voted unanimous­ 
ly to oppose the proposed 
California Transportation Plan 
now being presented at public 
hearings throughout the state. 
The plan has not been adopted 
by the State Transportation 
Board, said Pico. At the conclu­ 
sion of the public hearings 
throughout the state, the board 
will review the draft plan 
proposals and consider the 
adoption of a final California 
Transportation Plan. 
The proposed plan, as now 
written, contains many con­ 
troversial elements that the 
Chamber Board feels would not 
be to the best interests of the 
public. Pico said. 
For example, he noted, users 
of the highway and freeway 
systems would be levied “ user 
charges’’ or tolls for periods of 
traffic congestion 


In addition, energy charges 
and "sm og” charges would be 
levied on users of the system, 
Pico added 
In a letter written to the 
California Transportation Plan 
Task Force. Pico said “We 
believe that your proposed plan 
in general is too socialistic in 
nature for the good of the free 
enterprise system Nowhere in 
your plan do we find any 
references to costs to the tax­ 
payers for implementation of 
this plan, or the benefits to be 
derived from it. Without stated 
costs or benefits, how can you 
m easure the worth of your 
plan?”

Rhodesian peace talks 
halted over differences 


GENEVA, Switzerland (UPI) 
— The Rhodesian peace talks 
ground to a halt today because 
of internal differences between 
two of the militant black 
nationalist leaders at the con­ 
ference. 
Robert Mugabe and Joshua 
Nkomo. partners in an uneasy 
“Patriotic Front,” conferred 
privately on whether to join the 
rest of the conference in discus­ 
sing the structure of an interim 
government to run Rhodesia 
prior to full majority rule in­ 
dependence. 
Ivor Richard, Britain’s con­ 
ference chairman, has sche­ 
duled no further meetings until 
he receives word from Mugabe 
and Nkom o sayin g they 
managed to reach a joint posi­ 
tion. 
Officials said little more can 
be done on moving from 
general discussion to picking 
members of the transitional 
government until Mugabe and 
Nkomo return as full partici­ 
pants or quit Geneva altoge­ 
ther. 


The white minority govern­ 
ment delegation announced the 
departure of two of its top men, 
Law and Order Minister Hilary 
Squires and Cabinet Secretary 
Jack Gaylard. 
Rhodesian spokesmen said 
that after a month in Geneva, 
both men have a lot of work 
waiting for them at home. They 
will be replaced by Mark 
Partridge, Minister of Lands 
and Natural Resources, and 
Charles Waddington, the Solici­ 
tor-General. 
The Rev. Ndabaningi Sithole, 
one of the two other nationalist 
delegation leaders, also left 
Geneva to have talks in Tan­ 
zania and Mozambique He said 
he would return early next 
week. 
Mugabe, the militant partner 
in the front, and Nkomo have 
held up discussion of concrete 
issues for three weeks by 
demanding a definitive date for 
independence —something Brit­ 
ain refuses to do. 
Richard on Thursday met the 
two men halfway, however, by 


agreeing to their other demand 
to set a deadline for the Geneva 
talks. 
He suggested Dec. 20—a 
proposal approved by Muzore- 
wa, Sithole and the white 
delegation headed by Rhode­ 
sian Foreign Minister Pieter 
van der Byl. 
Hie “Patriotic Front” con-, 
ferred internally Thursday on a 
joint reply to Richard’s latest 
suggestion, but failed to reach a 
common position. 
Nkomo reportedly was lean­ 
ing strongly toward a com­ 
promise. 


The Rhodesia conference was 
called to work out plans for the 
transfer of power to the black 
majority in Rhodesia, which un­ 
ilaterally broke with Britain 11 
years ago over the question of 
white rule. 


Rhodesian Premier Ian Smith 
has agreed to the principle of 
black rule, according to a plan 
worked out by Secretory of 
State Henry Kissinger.

U.S. declares war on je t noise 


Concern expressed in NATO 
over Soviet maritime threat 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
Federal officials have declared 
war on excess jet aircraft 
noise, storting with a quick, 
cheap partial solution and out­ 
lining a gradual switch over the 
next eight years to a multi- 
billion dollar permanent cure. 


At the same time, the Tran­ 
sportation D epartm ent is 
carefully steering clear of any 
effort to usurp local authority 
to set individual airport noise 
policies or to regulate land use 
around airports. 
Transportation Secretary 
William Coleman unveiled the 
noise ab atem en t program 


Thursday, saying it will end up 
to half the present roar of 
jetliner engines by 1985 and 
remove an “ unacceptable" 
irrita tio n suffered by six 
million people who live near 
airports. 
The Environmental Protec­ 
tion Administration greeted the 
program with pleasure. But 
major airlines and the Boeing 
Co., the world’s largest air­ 
plane maker, were critical 
because Colem an left un­ 
resolved the issue of who will 
foot the bill. 
Coleman ordered U S 
air­ 
lines to e ith e r modify or 
replace their 1,648 loudest sub­ 


sonic jets —almost 80 per cent 
of the nation’s commercial 
aviation fleet—to meet stan­ 
dards formerly applied only to 
the 494 newest, quietest planes. 


Federal Aviation Administra­ 
tion chief John M cLucas, 
meanwhile, announced new 
flight procedures to give com­ 
munities near airports quick 
relief by eliminating up to 30 
per cent of the worst jetliner 
noise impact at ground level. 


Coleman said replacing the 
oldest jets and modifying the 
newer ones may cost between 
$5 5 billion and $7 9 billion He 
said a hearing will be held Dec 


1 to consider ways, including a 
possible 2 per cent ticket sur­ 
charge. to finance the program. 
The new plan does not apply 
to the Anglo-French Concorde 
supersonic transport, the noisi­ 
est plane now landing in the 
United States It also exempts 
foreign owned jets and U.S. jets 
used on overseas routes. 
Airlines were given six years 
to replace or modify the 45 
oldest 747 jumbo jets and all 
two-engine and three-engine 
craft, such as the 727 and the 
DC9. They were allowed eight 
years to modify or replace all 
four-engine, narrow body jets 
such as the 707 and DCS.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
California public school teach­ 
ers earned an average salary of 
$15,285 last year, nine per cent 
above the previous year, the 
state superintendent of schools 
disclosed Thursday. 
A statistical summary for the 
1975- 76 school year showed that 
there were 187,660 public school 
teachers in the state, 112.122 of 
them in elementary schools and 
75,547 of them in high schools. 
About three-fourths of the 
elementary teachers were 
women, but over half the high 
school teachers were men. 
The 
average 
salary 
for 
elementary school teachers 
was $14,927, and for high school 
teachers it was $15,817. 
The teacher scales were ap­ 
proximately double the pay 10 
years earlier. 


There were 3,632 teachers 
who earned less than $9.600, and 
34.597 who earned $18.600 or 
more. 
The state’s 4,644 elementary 
school principals earned a me­ 
dian pay of $24,249 The median 
salary for 1.539 high school 
principals was $26,784 There 
were 625 female principals in 
elementary schools and 62 in 
high schools.

was 
$29,315.

from two who earned less than

Smith met Kissinger in the 
South African capital of Pre­ 
toria in September and was per­ 
suaded by the Secretory to ac­ 
cept majority rule here within 
two years.

County. “The deadly poisonous 
gas gives no warning as you 
cannot see, taste, or smell it. 
Yet by taking simple precau­ 
tions you can avoid it,” he said. 
“It is important to check gas 
burning appliances in your 
home for good combustion ami 
proper ventilation to the outside 
air. Defects found, including il­ 
legal connections, should be 
corrected immediately Be sure 
there is ample ventilation at all 
times.” said Dr. Hart. 
He continued. “Those ex­ 
posed to carbon monoxide will 
experience headache, dizziness, 
nausea, vomiting, and physical 
w eakness. 
P revention is 
the best way to avoid accidents, 
but when a gas poisoning acci­ 
dent occurs, knowledge of what 
to do can save a life. The most 
important need for the victim is 
to get fresh air into the lungs 
quickly. Take the person into 
the open air and if he stops 
breathing, give mouth-to-mouth 
resuscitation. Seek medical 
help immediately ” 
The health official advised 
those who have any questions or 
doubts about a heater to phone 
the gas company, fire depart-

' LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Three firefighters were in­ 
jured, one seriously, by an ear­ 
ly morning blaze that gutted 
one floor of a 32-story down­ 
town office building and in­ 
volved two other floors, causing 
an estimated $750,000 damage. 
Richard MacHale underwent 
surgery to repair a tendon and 
muscle behind his left knee 
which were severed by a piece 
of glass. He was in satisfactory 
c o n d itio n 
a t 
C a lifo rn ia 
Hospital. 
Two other firemen, Richard 
George and William Fisher, 
w tre treated at the sam e 
hospital for smoke inhalation 
and ex h au stio n and then 
released. 
No workers were in the 
building at the tim e and 
security officers on the ground 
floor, apparently unaware of 
the blaze until the fire depart­ 
ment arrived, managed to es­ 
cape uninjured. 
Fire department ambulance 
attendents driving by the Oc­ 
cidental Insurance Co. building 
phoned in the greater alarm 
report around 3:30 a.m. When 
firefighters arrived, flames had 
already engulfed the 20th floor 
of the high rise building and 
were shooting out the window 
toward the 21st floor. 
The blaze was knocked down 
at 4:50 a.m., but flared up again 
b riefly. F ingers of flam e 
traveled up the air vents to the 
22nd floor, but they were quick­ 


ly put down and the fire was 
declared under control at 5 a.m. 
Fire officials said two heli­ 
copters and 58 engine com­ 
panies, involving 2S1 men or 
half the central city’s fire 
fighting force, fought the blaze. 
Most of the firefighters were 
released at dawn with the 
remainder staying on the scene 
for mop-up operations expected 
to last throughout the morning. 
Cause of the blaze was being 
investigated. 
The tower building, part of 
the Occidental Center complex, 
was closed but a 10-story 
building across the street and 
connected by an enclosed 
bridge remained open. Nearly 
half of the complex's 4,800 
employes got the day off. 
Several surrounding streets 
on the southwestern edge of 
downtown were cordoned off 
because of flying glass knocked 
out of windows by the heat.

Bellevue-Stratford 
closes permanently 


Pepperdine expands 
area degree program 


PHILADELPHIA (UPI) - 
As the last guests of a United 
Way 
C a m p a ig n 
d in n e r 
straggled out the Bellevue- 
Stratford Hotel early today, the 
72-year-old hotel closed its 
doors perm anently behind 
them. 
The hotel was forced to shut 
because of losses running 
*10,000 a day since the outbreak 
of the mysterious “ Legion­ 
naires’ Disease” that killed 29 
persons following a state 
American Legion convention in 
July. The hotel hosted the con­ 
vention. 
It could, however, be forced 
to maintain minimal services 
temporarily as a result of an in­ 
junction request pending in 
Common Pleas Court. 
The injunction was sought by 
Kathryn Weiland, 65. who lives 
with tier 93-year-old mother in a 
$l,750-a-month suite at the 
hotel. A hearing on her suit, 
brought on grounds the move 


would be a hardship, continued 
today. 
Another injunction requested 
by three unions representing 
the hotel's 450 employes was 
denied Thursday by U.S. 
District Court Judge Edward 
Becker 
The unions claimed hotel 
management failed to give ad­ 
vance notice of the shutdown, 
depriving them of an opportuni­ 
ty to arbitrate health, welfare 
and pension benefits as re­ 
quired under their collective 
bargaining agreement. 


Becker directed the hotel to 
make all ‘necessary payments 
for the period of one month to 
preserve the health and welfare 
benefits of the union members 
and their pensions.” 
He added, however, the hotel 
would not be obliged to make 
those payments if union mem­ 
bers obtained employment at 
other hotels.

Daugherty said the U.S. 10th 
Circuit Court of Appeals in 
Denver had set Hall’s reporting 
date at the Safford, Ariz., 
prison, and only the appellate 
court could change the order. 


Hall and Dallas financier 
W W, “Doc” Taylor were con­ 
victed of conspiring to bribe 
then Secretary of State John 
Rogers for his influence in in­ 
v estin g s ta te funds with 
Taylor’s firm.

Sun's role in malignancies probed 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - U.S. 
defense analysts agree that the 
latest, and biggest Chinese H- 
bomb test, was significant, but 
they disagree on why. 
One civilian expert, Dr. 
Stephen Leader of the Center 
for Defense Information, thinks 
that the large blast, equivalent 
to about four million tons of 
TNT, was a sign that the 
Chinese intercontinental mis­ 
sile is an inaccurate, unreliable 
weapon. 
"A high yield warhead can 
partly compensate for inac­ 
curacy.” Leader said. “ It is the 
cheapest way to have deter­ 
rence and they wanted to 
demonstrate to the Soviets that 
their vigilance has not slack­ 
ened, and their weapons pro­ 
gram is insulated from the 
political upheavals that have 
been taking place." 
One intelligence specialist 
said the large Chinese blast was 
expected, and that setting off a 
large explosion does not require 
any extra sophisitication, nor is 
it a particularly expensive 
proposition. 
Another diplomatic source 
said the Chinese nuclear 
program, although it started 
earlier than expected, 12 years 
ago, has progressed slower, and 
U.S. experts are surprised that 
the Chinese have not gone 
faster with their weapons 
testing. 
Some experts put this down to 
the long-range effect of the 
Great Cultural Revolution when 
all educational facilities were 
disrupted in China during the 
1960s 
Hie former head of the U.S. 
Defense Intelligence Agency, 
retired Lt. Gen. Daniel O. 
Graham, thinks the Chinese 
have political and psychological 
reasons for exploding the large 
bomb now. 
"The Chinese are now doing 
just what the Soviets did in the 
early sixties, when they explod­ 
ed their monster bomb, 60 
m egatons." Graham said. 
“They were far behind us in 
strategic weapons, and because 
they had just shot down the U2, 
they knew that we knew how far 
behind they were. The big bomb 
was a signal to us that they 
could still destroy our cities ” 
Another American official 
described the Chinese bomb as 
an example of "deterrence by 
intimidation.”

Whooping crane population 
raised by sneaky methods 


BOSQUE DEL APACHE, 
N.M. (UPI) - The whooping 
crane population in central New 
Mexico now stands at five, and 
a sixth whooper apparently is 
headed toward its winter 
grounds along the Rio Grande. 
Tom Smiley of the U.S. Fish 
and Wildlife Service said Thurs­ 
day two of the rare birds that 
spent their first winter in New 
Mexico a year ago have been 
spotted at the winter grounds. 
A third whooper was last seen 
four days ago in northeastern 
Utah. Smiley said, and officials 
believe that bird has started 
flying south. 
The lMi -year-old birds, called 
yearlings, have been joined in 
New Mexico this year by three 
juvenile whoopers, who hatched 


last spring and migrated south 
with their foster families of 
sandhill cranes. 
The neophyte flock was 
created by wildlife officials in 
the United States and Canada 
who took eggs from the nesting 
grounds of the only other wild 
flock and placed them in nests 
of sandhill cranes at a refuge in 
Idaho. 
Upon hatching, the whoopers 
are accepted and raised by the 
sandhills for about a year. Then 
they are forced out of the nest 
and live by themselves until 
they are ready to mate and 
begin raising families of their 
own, usually in five to six years. 
Wildlife officials hope the ex­ 
periment. now in its second 
year, eventually will lead to a 


permanent flock of whooping 
cranes in the Rocky Mountains. 
Smiley said one of the yearl­ 
ing whoopers was spotted 
Wednesday at the Bosque del 
Apache National Wildlife Re­ 
fuge and the other was seen at 
the nearby Bernardo State 
Game Refuge. 
The third yearling achieved 
minor notoriety a year ago by 
being the first whooper to 
arrive in New Mexico. Dubbed 
Corny, after his favorite food, 
the bird was the subject of a 
news conference at the refuge 
when he arrived last fall. 
Four yearling whoopers spent 
the winter in New Mexico last 
year, but officials have not seen 
the fourth one since it migrated 
north in the spring. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - It 
has long been known that sun 
exposure can cause common, 
but rarely fatal forms of skin 
cancer. Now a Harvard doctor 
says increasing evidence sug­ 
gests sunlight has a role in 
causing much more serious 
malignant moles. 
It is this uncommon, but often 
fatal form of skin cancer, 
called malignant melanoma, 
that most concerned the scien­ 
tists who assessed possible 
health effects of a weakened 
ozone radiation shield caused 
by some spray can gases. 
The scientists emphasized, 
however, that changing life 
styles during the past three 
decades leading to increased 
exposure to the sun probably 
has a bigger role in the develop­ 
ment of skin cancer than a 
weakened ozone barrier would. 
Dr. Thomas B. Fitzpatrick, a 
member of the National Acade­ 
my of Sciences panel that 
reported on the ozone situation, 
said skin cancer once was a dis­ 
ease of old people who worked 
outdoors. 
“ Now skin cancer, especially 
melanoma, is a disease of mid­ 
dle aged people working indoors 
but playing outdoors," he said. 
Fitzpatrick said common skin 
cancer, which develops in an es­ 
timated 300,000 Americans an­ 
nually, is easily diagnosed and 
treated and is primarily an 
economic burden to the patient. 
Malignant melanoma, on the 


other hand, strikes 8,400 Ameri­ 
cans a year and kills about a 
third of them in five years 
because it spreads to other 
parts of the body. Most of its 
victims are whites who are 
most susceptible to sun bums. 
“ For normal white adults, 
the most serious hazard of 
sunlight exposure would appear 
to be malignant melanoma," 
Fitzpatrick said. 
The Academy panel estimat­ 
ed that fluorocarbon gases 
released by aerosol products 
might destroy 7 per cent of the 
ozone layer late in the next cen­ 
tury if they continued to be 
released at the peak rate 
reached in 1973. The committee 
said this might eventually be 
responsible for a few hundred 
melanoma deaths per year. 
Unlike common skin cancer, 
Fitzpatrick said the role of 
sunlight in causing malanoma 
is probably very complex. He 
said it is possible that solar 
radiation may act as a trigger 
for a virus, which could be pre­ 
sent in skin pigment. 
"Trying to put the pieces of 
this jigsaw puzzle together to 
make a clear picture has been a 
difficult one,” he said. “ And 
there are missing pieces. But 
we can see a clear enough im­ 
age to alert us to the role of 
sunlight as a probable factor in 
the development of malignant 
melanoma and to take some 
sort of public health measures 
immediately.” 


Despite the outcome of the 
ozone issue, Fitzpatrick said a 
campaign should be undertaken 
to identify those persons most 
susceptible to melanoma and to 
alert them of the benefits of the 
use of sun lotions that screen 
out harmful radiation. 
Fitzpatrick also called for a 
program to teach people how to 
examine themselves for signs 
of malignant moles in order to 
discover them when they can be 
treated by surgery before they 
spread to other organs. 
"One has only to examine 
moles carefully, noting whether 
the mole’s edges are rough and 
contain a notch or the color is 


speckled and contains red, 
white or particularly blue,” the 
committee said in its ozone 
report. "If either of these con­ 
ditions are found, examination 
by a specialist is urgent.”

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Ronald Oriti likes to search for 
something he might never find 
— all in the interest of science. 
Oriti is an astronomical lec­ 
turer at Griffith Park Obser­ 
vatory and an expert on 
meteors and meteorites. What 
he looks for are fragments of 
meteorites. His latest search 
effort was for remnants of a 
single brilliant fireball that 
burst over northern California 
shortly before midnight Aug. 
23. V 
1 
Hundreds of people in three 
states — California, Nevada 
and Arizona — reported seeing 
the flash of the meteor as it ex­ 
ploded in the earth's atmos­ 
phere. Some people even

reported hearing a ‘‘sonic 
boom.” which convinced Oriti 
that fragments survived the 
trip to earth and can be 
recovered. 
But even Oriti admitted 
searching for the fragments is 
like looking for a needle in a 
haystack. Almost all meteors 
burn up in the earth’s at­ 
mosphere, said Oriti, and the 
ones that do survive often fall in 
inaccessible areas — like the 
ocean or in forests. 
.Using preliminary calcula­ 
tions drawn at the observatory, 
Oriti concluded the meteor ex­ 
ploded over northern Califor­ 
nia, possibly in the Sonora area. 
He packed his bags, arrived 
in the Mother Lode Country 
several hours later and began 
interviewing anyone who saw 
or heard anything the night the 
fireball was sighted. 
Oriti got enough eye-witness 
accounts of where the brilliant 
meteor was seen overhead that 
he calculated the "sub-end 
point" — the area over which 
the m eteor burst — was 
somewhere not far from Hetch 
Hetchy Reservoir on the west 
side of Yosemite National 
Park. 
‘We can determine the sub­ 
end point to within two miles," 
said Oriti. “ But the thing to 
remember is that when it 
breaks up. it falls in an area 
that sometimes covers several 
square miles. 
"If there were 100 specimens, 
then we'll have a chance of 
finding one or two fragments. If 
we find anything, then we’ll 
know the ellipse of fall (the 
area in which fragments were 
thrown from the explosion». 
Once we re in this area, we ll 
comb it with a fine-tooth com- 
b.” 
Oriti. who has found meteor­ 


ites in Arizona, Texas and 
California, said finding newly 
fallen fragments could help 
further the study of meteors 
and meteorites and give scien­ 
tists a better understanding of 
the origins of the universe 
But even the most meticulous 
search ers often come up 
empty-handed. 
Oriti said when a search for 
fragments is planned, an initial 
expedition is made to deter­ 
mine the ellipse area. Once the 
ellipse area has been deter­ 
mined. another trip is made to 
begin looking for fragments. 
Oriti said the Smithsonian In­ 
stitution sponsors all searches 
for fragments on U.S. govern­ 
ment land. 
"AU meteorites found on U.S. 
government property belong to 
the 
U. S. 
g o v e r n m e n t , 
specifically to the Smithsonian 
Institution,” he said. 
"The Smithsonian has been 
calling us almost everyday. 
They're very anxious for us to 
locate something. They would 
be delighted if we can find 
several meteorites as a result 
of the recent fall." 
Oriti's interest in meteorites 
spans 20 years. In that time, he 
has gone on several fragment- 
hunting trips and has, through 
various means, collected a 
large assortment of meteorites 
that are on display at the obser­ 
vatory. 
"Once you've had the experi­ 
ence hunting meteorites,” he 
said, "the subject gets in your 
blood Meteorites are so fas­ 
cinating and interesting you get 
a big thrill when you find one. 
Then add to that the scientific 
importance, then the excite­ 
ment of the hunt is enough to 
make you want to look for frag­ 
ments in the most rugged 
places.”

Lompoc hosts Burroughs 
Up n down year for Indians

Football has been a game of inches for the 
Burroughs High (of Burbank) Indians, who will be in 
town tonight to play the Lompoc Braves in the opening 
round of the 32-team CIF Southern Section 3-A 
playoffs (8 p.m. kickoff). 
Burroughs won a game by one point, lost a game by 
one point, then lost their final league game to Burbank 
17-14 when Burbank kicked a 40-yard field goal with no 
time left. 
Then came the most unusual event of the football 
season — a five-team playoff Monday night to decide 
second place in the Foothill League. The playoff con­ 
sisted of a series of “tie-breakers,” which work this 
way: 
You put the ball in play on your opponent’s 10-yard 
line and run four plays. Then your opponent takes the 
ball on your 10 and runs four plays. Back and forth un­ 
til somebody scores. Like in baseball, if the visiting 
team (decided by coin flip) scores first, the home 
team gets a chance to tie or win. 
To make it interesting, Burroughs was playing 
without its starting quarterback and star receiver, 
both benched for disciplinary reasons. 
First Burroughs beat Hart, thanks to a pair of 
fourth-down touchdowns. 
Then Burroughs played Hoover. Burroughs scored a 
TD and Jerry Stein kicked the PAT. Hoover scored a 
TD, and Stein blocked the PAT kick, earning the In­ 
dians a trip to beautiful downtown Lompoc. 


Though the Indians come into tonight’s game as one 
of only three teams in the 3-A playoffs with a losing 
record (4-5), Lompoc coach Mike Warren is deter­ 
mined that his Braves treat their opponents with no 
lack of respect. 
The scouting reports rate the Indians as having good 
size, but not as much speed and quickness as the 
Braves, and certainly not as much game-to-game con­ 
sistency. 
Burroughs has a strong playoff tradition. This will 
be their fourth straight year in the playoffs. Last 
year’s team was 9-2 and lost in the quarterfinals. 
The Indians’ regular quarterback, Kevin Burke 
(6 1”, 178), who sat out the playoff, is back. He is not 
certain to start tonight since Jim Reynolds quarter- 
backed the team to the playoff win. 
Tight end Pat McDonald, the team’s leading 
receiver, is off the team for disciplinary reasons. He 
caught 23 passes for 284 yards. 
The Indians run a multiple offense, using the I and 
the pro set, shifting frequently and re-setting. 
“They do a lot of things that are difficult to adjust to 
in two days.” says Warren, still somewhat upset about 
having to wait until Monday night to find out who the 
Braves would play tonight. “They run a lot of trick-em 
kind of stuff with sets, but then they’ll usually run a 
very basic play.” 
The chief running threat is fullback A1 Penaranda 
(510”. 175), who has carried 118 times for 628 yards 
(5.2 average). The other running back, Jeff Williams 


(510”, 178). has picked up 334 yards in 86 carries (3.9 
average). Williams is also a favorite pass target. 
Quarterback Burke, as a passer, is 70-for-155, for 819 
yards and four TD’s, and 13 interceptions. 
By comparison, Lompoc quarterback Steve Mc­ 
Millan is 26-for-51 for 380 yards, eight TD’s and two in­ 
terceptions. 
The Indians’ strong offensive line is anchored by 
Mike Weaver (6’3”, 222) and Martin Ponek (6’2’\ 212), 
who play guard and tackle on the “power” side of the 
line. Both also play on the defensive line, along with 
Andy Ward (6’2”, 208). 
The Indians play a 5-2 defense similar to Lompoc’s. 
“Our enthusiasm is very high,” said Warren, whose 
team is riding an eight-game win streak and seem to 
be improving weekly. “I think we are confident but I 
don’t think we are overconfident. If we beat ’em it will 
be on team quickness and speed.”

Bell back, but.. 
Bruins a slight favorite 


LOS ANGELES (U P I) - The unbeaten 
I CLA Brums, rated the best in the West 
and the second best in the nation, will be 
slight favorites Saturday against No. 3- 
rated University of Southern California 
in the Pacific-8’s Rose Bowl showdown 
‘i just hope the people who favor us 
know what they’re talking about,” said 
personable first-year UCLA coach Terry 
Donahue “I hope they’re right.” 
Wendell Tyler, the greatest rusher in 
UCLA football history, suffered a dis­ 
located left shoulder in the Bruins’ 45-14 
victory at Oregon State last weekend. 
Although he's practiced all week, he 
hasn't had any contact. 
USC All-America tailback Ricky Bell, 
who has been hampered by injuries since 
rushing for a near-record 347 yards 
against Washington State Oct. 9, is ex­ 
pected to be back at full strength against 
the Bruins 
The oddsmakers have installed the 
Bruins as 1‘»-point favorites but 
Donahue added, “ I wouldn’t give you a 
nickel for that.” 
The winner of Saturday’s 1 p.m PST 
game between the Bruins, 9-0-1, and the 
Trojans. 8-1, will not only win the 
Pacific-8 and the right to go to the Rose 
Bowl against the Big Ten representative 
— Michigan or Ohio State — but it’ll 
have a shot to move ahead of idle Pitt­ 
sburgh into the No. 1 spot in the country 
In this week’s UPI Board of Coaches 
ratings, Pittsburgh’s lead over the 
Bruins shrank to nine points — 389 to 380. 
Pittsburgh, which faces Penn State next 
Friday night, had 22 first place votes to 
15 for the Bruins. 
USC, which has won eight straight 
since losing its season opener to Missouri 
46-25. received 303 points and one first 


place vote. 
UCLA won its last national cham­ 
pionship in 1954 while the Trojans earned 
a national crown two seasons ago by 
knocking off Ohio State in the Rose Bowl. 
‘Wendell could possibly play but I 
wouldn't be surprised if he doesn't, 
remarked Donahue. 
“1 think Ricky will be very much im­ 
proved,” noted USC’s John Robinson, 
also a rookie collegiate head coach. “He 
certainly wasn’t at full strength last 
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Hampered by a sprained left ankle, 
Bell gained only 21 yards on a dozen 
carries as freshman Charles White’s 
backup man in a 20-3 victory over 
Washington here 
More than 90,000 fans are expected at 
the Coliseum for the nationally televised 
game on ABC. 
UCLA won the Pac-8 s big encounter 
last season 25-22 despite making 11 fum­ 
bles and losing eight of them. 
“UCLA is a very good team but so are 
we,” insisted Robinson. “In my view, 
this will be the best football game in 
America this year. The team that wins 
could wind up to be judged the best team 
in the country.” 
“I know one thing,” Donahue said. 
“We can’t fumble the ball 11 times this 
time around It was pretty remarkable 
that we could win last year with 11 fum­ 
bles. 
“We’re going to have to throw the ball 
better than we have because USC’s 
defense is the most physical and most 
talented we’ll face this season. From a 
defensive standpoint, we must stop 
USC’s running game. But Vince Evans is 
capable of beating us with his passing.”

Don Gullett, Sal Bando and Gary Mat­ 
thews, three of the hottest properties In 
the free agent pool, have been signed to 
sizeable multiyear contracts. 
Gullett, who has never won 20 games 
in a season during his injury plagued 
career with Cincinnati, found the 
spendthrift New York Yankees willing to 
gamble near 82 million on a six-year con­ 
tract. 
And Bando, a nine-year veteran with a 
.255 career average and a .240 mark last 
season, was signed by the Milwaukee 
Brewers. 
Atlanta owner Ted Turner, already 
having invested $10,000 in a tampering 
fine, signed San Francisco Giants’ 
center-fielder Matthews to a five-year 
contract Thursday for approximately $1 
million. 
The 26-year-old Matthews hit .279 last 
season with 20 home runs and 84 runs 
batted in. 
Yankees' owner George Steinbrenner, 
who kicked off the free agent bonanza 
two years ago by signing Catfish Hunter 
to a $3.5 million contract, still has his 
checkbook handy and is reportedly close 
to adding all-star second baseman Bobby 
Grich 
“ We’ve got one, a good one,” 
Steinbrenner said, “and we’re not 
finished. We’ll get more.” 
Gullett became the third millionaire 
on the Yankees’ pitching staff, joining 
Hunter and Ken Holtzman. The Yankees 
acquired Holtzman in a June trade with 
the Orioles and then signed him to a rich 
contract, but the left-hander never got a 
call to pitch in the American League 
playoffs or the World Series. 


“I’m excited about coming to a team 
like the Yankees,” said Gullett, who had 
an 11-3 record with the Reds last season.

The man who laid the foundation 
for high school football in the Lom­ 
poc Valley more than a half century 
ago will be on hand tonight to watch 
the Lompoc Braves kick off the CIF 
playoffs. 
Ellsworth Green, now 80 years 
old, will be introduced in a short 
ceremony prior to the Locnpoc- 
Burroughs game at Huyck Stadium, 
and will also be introduced at half- 
time. 
Green coached the Lompoc 
Braves from 1922 until 1925. 
The first Lompoc High football 
team was actually formed in 1921 
and played a one-game schedule un­ 
der coach Othar J. Gilliland, who 
left following that season to take a 
job at Santa Barbara Teachers 
College. 
That left the Braves without a 
coach, so a few of the players from 
that 1921 team asked the school’s 
new chemistry and physics teacher, 
Ellsworth Green, if he would like to 
coach. 
“I had started a football team at 
Bonita High School while I was still 
a student there,” said Green in a re­ 
cent phone interview from his home 
in La Verne, “so I told them, ‘Sure.’ 
“I don’t think I was very strict. 
We just went out for the fun of it.” 
Green had not only started the 
high school team at Bonita High, but 
had served as head coach while still 
a student, and also coached the 
track team. 
He picked up his football 
knowledge by crawling under a 
fence to watch the Pomona College 
team practice on Saturday after­ 
noons. 
“I’d take a piece of paper with me 
and see what they were doing and 
come home and try to do the same 
thing.” 
After high school Green attended 
Oregon State, where he was a 
sprinter (10.1 dash) on the track 
team. Upon graduation he took a job 
as a geologist for a large copper 
mining company in Arizona, but the 
company soon closed down and 
Green decided to go to graduate 
school at U.C. Berkeley. 
It was at Berkeley that he heard of 
a job opening for a chemistry 
teaicher at Lompoc High. The copper 
company reopened and tried to lure 
Green back. 
“I said I guessed I’d make educa­ 
tion my business,” he recalls. 
Green was 24 when he began 
teaching and coaching at Lompoc in 


’22. (He also coached the track 
team.) 
If Green’s self-admitted lack of 
sophisticated football knowledge 
was apparent to the players, it 
didn’t seem to bother them. 
The players from those early 
teams who are still around town to­ 
day all say they had a good time 
playing under Green. 
“He was a real good sort of a guy, 
a hell of a nice guy,” says Dr. Larry 
Heiges, who played on those first 
Lompoc teams. “After the rest of 
the outfit got done, we’d go out and 
bet one another on who could drop 
kick the most consecutive Held 
goals and who could outpunt the 
other.” 
The townspeople liked the new 
game. In fact the only thing they 
liked better than a football game 
was winning a football game, and 
there was the rub. 
Green's teams never won more 
than two games in a season and his 
four-season won-lost record was 6- 
15. After the 1925 season, the school 
board fired him as football coach. 
“They decided I wasn’t winning 
enough ball games,” Green says. 
“And that’s right—I wasn’t.” 
He wasn’t upset by the move. 
“Oh, no, it didn’t worry me too 
much. Jobs weren’t hard to get 
then.” 
Green could have stayed on at 
Lompoc as a teacher, but by now he 
had the coaching fever. He became 
head coach at El Centro Junior 
College, and later back at his alma 
mater, Bonita High. He was the first 
football coach at both those schools. 
Beginning with Lompoc, Green 
taught for 39 years, and he coached 
football and three other sports for 
all but the last two years of his 
career. Among the stars he coached 
at Bonita was Glen Davis, who went 
on to become a famous All- 
American at Army. 
Retired for the last 15 years, 
Green still takes in an occasional 
football game. 
He hasn’t been in Lompoc since 
about 1964. 
Asked which game during his four- 
year stay at Lompoc was the most 
exciting, Green said: 
“They were all exciting.” 
(Note: The early years of football 
in the Lompoc Valley—the high 
school and American Legion 
teams—will be the subject of a two- 
part series to be published in the 
Record next week.)

Blasphemy goes 
to the movies 
A group of clergymen in the 
L.A. area has begun a fight 
against what it calls “com­ 
mercialized blasphemy** and 
we think their approach 
deserves some recognition. 
We don’t suppose their 
program presents anything un­ 
ique, generally, and feel that it 
is noteworthy only because it 
is designed to fight fire with 
fire which is somewhat un­ 
usual in the history of such 
confrontations. 
The group is concerned that 
movies are beginning too often 
to depict Christ as either a 
deceptive revolutionary, as 
he is in the “Passover Plot,** 
or as a sexual libertine as in a 
proposed m ovie being 
projected for European 
production. The unusual 
aspects of the case lie in the 
fact the committee is using 
another medium, television, to 
fight the trend. 
, 
Previous to this it has been 
our experience that such 
groups move for outright cen­ 
sorship of a movie or book 
which it deems sacrilegious or 
blasphemous. And it’s our 
firm belief the First Amend­ 
ment protects such movies 
and books equally with other 
more “legitimate** points of 
view. 
According to Pastor William 
McBirnie of the committee to 
fight such movies, “Our hope 
is to create resentment in 


hopes the public will boycott 
the films.** He does not feel his 
committee’s actions would 
serve mainly to give free 
publicity to the films he is out 
to stop. 
Conversely, Pastor Karl 
Knisely of Glendale feels the 
real way to get a lot of people 
out to see the movie is to raise 
a hue and cry about it. Knise­ 
ly, coincidentally, is the presi­ 
dent of Religion in Media 
which aids religious program­ 
ming in Los Angeles. 
A one-hour television 
program is the main tool for 
spreading the word about the 
sacrilegious movies which 
contain interviews with an ac­ 
tor in the “Passover Plot’’ and 
with the producer of another 
movie, “The Many Faces of 
Jesus” who admits his film is 
pornographic in nature. 
Whether or not the publicity 
campaign being mounted by 
the antiblasphemy committee 
will serve to attract or repel 
potential viewers, the fact the 
committee is attempting to 
boycott rather than prevent 
the showing of the movie is a 
step forward as far as we’re 
concerned. And their opera­ 
tions hopefully will show the 
way to other concerned groups 
who might find it more 
worthwhile spending time us­ 
ing the media rather than the 
courts in the pursuit of their 
beliefs.

Organized crime war falters

TORONTO — When these words ap­ 
pear, in Canada the answer — however 
tentative — will have been given to the 
question, How fares the separatist 
movement? On the eve of the election, 
there was something approaching 
hysteria in parts of Canada on the ques­ 
tion whether Rene Levesque’s Parti 
Québécois might just 
achieve a majority. 
“The changes facing 
Canada as a nation are 
grave and massive,” 
w rote P ro fe sso r 
Douglas LePan of the 
University of Toronto 
to the Toronto Globe 
and Mail on Friday. 
“In my opinion, the 
risk of Canada becom­ 
ing separated must 
now be regarded as an 
immediate and pre­ 
sent danger.” 
Now the provincial 
election was never 
scheduled 
as 
a 
referendum 
on 
national sovereignty for Quebec. That, 
said Levesque airily, would come later, 
in some sort of referendum. He insisted 
all during the campaign that other issues 
were at stake, bread and butter issues, 
unemployment, inflation, big business, 
education. His principal opponent, the in­ 
cumbent Premier Robert Bourassa, 
declined to play the game, insisting that 
all else is red herring, that nothing less 
than the future of Quebec is at stake and 
by deduction, the future of Canada, in­ 
asmuch as the future of Canada without 
Quebec might be thought of as analogous 
to the future of America without the 
states that border on the Mississippi 
; River. 
It is certainly true that the Parti 
Québécois is devoted singiemindedly to 
the goal of Quebec as an independent na­ 
tion. It is widely suspected, however, 
that Rene Levesque is really less in­ 
terested in a separate Quebec than he is 
in a totally socialized Quebec. Any 
socialist totally absorbed in the dogmas 
of his faith is of course interested in 
nationalism only insofar as it gives him a 
workable unit wherein to ply his faith — 
tomorrow, the world. For that reason, 
there is subdued speculation that even if 
Levesque were to win, he might discover 
reasons for slowing down the march 
toward separatism. But the opposition 
cannot take the chance, and in any case, 
Bourassa campaigns on the sole plank: 
are you for or are you against, a united 
Canada? 
Now the opposition to Levesque is 
divided. Other parties, loathing 
v Levesque, loathe also the Liberal Party 


— though they would probably agree to 
coalition government with it. There are 
several reasons for doing so, including 
the wage and price controls the Liberal 
government in Ottawa has brought in, 
with resulting labor and industrial dis­ 
ruptions. But in Quebec, the principal 
contention is over what they call Bill 22, 
a strange oblation on the altar of French 
Quebec, designed to drive thousands of 
parents straight to the ramparts. 
French pride being the dominant emo­ 
tion in Quebec, Bill 22 was enacted by the 
same Bourassa — who now promises to 
change it — to appease that pride. The 
Bill says that children of non-English 
speaking parents will be sent to French- 
speaking schools. More, it says that 
children of English-speaking parents 
who, at age 5, speak insecurely in the 
English language, will be sent to French 
schools The idea is to stop the drift 
towards an English-speaking Canada. 
This is probably a lost cause, since even 
in Montreal, most people nowadays can 
speak in English. But like many lost 
causes, just before surrender there are 
spastic, petulant, spasms of resistance, 
and BUI 22 is one of these Many Euro­ 
peans have come to Canada, having 
previously lined up jobs in Quebec, seek­ 
ing to ease their children into an English- 
speaking culture, leaving them, when 
grown, free to stay in Canada, or 
migrate to the United States. Prepara­ 
tion in all-French schools is exactly the 
wrong way to go about it. 


I asked a bright young observer for a 
melodramatic scenario, sharply to be 
distinguished from what probably will 
happen. That scenario would see a vic­ 
tory by Levesque, followed by a referen­ 
dum which called for independence. By 
this time, the huge indebtedness of 
Quebec would become a factor — some 
six billion in bonds held now by investors 
anxious to dump them. In the process, 
the Canadian dollar which seUs now at a 
three cent premium over the American 
dollar could plummet, causing un­ 
employment and inflation. Anglophonic 
Canada would now face a problem 
similar to the problem Abraham Lincoln 
knew he would face after the guns fired 
on Fort Sumter. 


It is sad to contemplate that in the opi­ 
nion of some, such as Professor LePlan, 
all this might be averted if only English- 
speaking Canadians would, universally, 
make an effort to learn French, even as 
their counterparts in South Africa learn 
Boer. That is the balm that would drain 
resentment. So, if this election in Quebec 
is hurdled, we may find in the months 
and years ahead, all of Canada, back at 
school, singing, “Savez vous planter les 
.choux/A la mode de chez nous.” 


WASHINGTON 
- A confidential 
study by the General Accounting Office 
(GAO) charges tersely that ‘‘the war on 
organised crime is faltering.” The 
rackets continue to flourish across 
America, according to the study, 
despite federal attempts to crack down 
(Hi the mob. 
The study lays most 
of the blame on the 
federal strike forces, 
which spearhead the 
national effort to dis­ 
rupt organized crime. 
The strike forces, 
states the study, “are 
not getting the job 
done.” 
At the same time, 
the strike forces have 
come under intensive 
fire inside the Justice 
Dept. Critics have ac­ 
cused them of sub­ 
verting the judicial 
processes and abusing 
their powers. In their 
seal, some task forces 
have hounded and harassed suspects who 
couldn’t be convicted. 
Asst. Atty. Gen. Richard Thornburgh, 
the conscientious chief of the Justice 
Dept.’s criminal division, has had mis­ 
givings about the strike forces. He 
recently shut down the strike forces in 
St. Louis and New Orleans. He also put 
the New Jersey strike force under U.S. 
Attorney Jonathan Goldstein’s jurisdic­ 
tion. 
Finally, Thornburgh removed the 
respected William Lynch as head of the 
organized crime section, which oversees 
the strike forces. Lynch was compelled 
to trade places with Kurt Muellenberg, 
who had been running the narcotics sec­ 
tion. 
These developments have sent shock 
waves reverberating through the 
organized crime section. Inside sources 
have told us that morale on the strike 
forces is at an all-time low. There is con­ 
cern that more strike forces may be dis­ 
banded. , 
Muellenberg has paid quiet calls on 
several strike forces to allay the ap­ 
prehension. He told us he would never 
have taken the job if be had thought 
Thornburgh was trying to kill the strike 
forces. 
Yet the malaise remains. We inter­ 
viewed several strike force in­ 
vestigators. Moat complained about a 
lack of communication between 
Washington and the field. Others 
suspected the motives of those who are 
try big to curb the strike forces. 


Some strike force prosecutors are 
thinking about leaving the Justice Dept, 
to go into private practice. Others have 
simply adopted a “wait and see” at­ 
titude. 
At the last meeting between Thorn­ 
burgh and the strike force chiefs, we 
have learned, Thornburgh was not 
responsive, to their complaints. The con­ 
fidential GAO study also claims the fight 
against organized crime lacks organiza­ 
tion and direction. 
In a lengthy discussion with our as­ 
sociate Marc Smolonsky, Thornburgh 
conceded that organized crime is Tom Tied© 
proliferating and that federal opposition 
should be better organized. But he 
challenged the GAO’s auditing methods 
as a reliable measure of the Justice 
Dept.’s effectiveness in combating the 
mob. 
He also blamed the American people 
for the growth of organized crime. It will 
“continue to flourish,” he warned, “until 
the American citizenry chooses to 
withdraw its patronage from these 
multimillion-dollar sources of income, 
influence and power.” 
As evidence that the Justice Dept, is 
not soft on organized crime, he pointed 
out that six of the most powerful Mafia 
bosses from Brooklyn, Los Angeles, 
Montreal, New York City and St. Louis 
are now behind federal bars. 
Thornburgh agreed, nevertheless, that 
the strike forces aren’t focusing on the 
important organized crime cases as they 
should. 
“Even where prosecutions ultimately 
result in convictions,” he said, “the cost 
is often high in terms of the attitude of 
judges and members of the bar.” 
He had received complaints from 
judges and U.S. attorneys alike, he said, 
“about inept performances by strike 
force attorneys.” 
The strike forces “have come to be 
characterized by young, inexperienced 
and untrained attorneys,” he said. They 
pursue “too many routine cases, often 
against organised crime underlings, 
relatives and associates.” 
One strike force chief 
grumped, 
meanwhile, that the situation “couldn’t 
get worse.” 
WATCH ON WASTE: The Defense 
Dept, could save hundreds of thousands 
of dollars simply by consolidating its 
data processing systems in the Far East. 
This is the conclusion of the General Ac­ 
counting Office, which has just submit­ 
ted its unpublished findings to the 
Pentagon 
Consolidating the computer facilities 
in Hawaii alone, sUtes the report, would 
save an estimated $110,000. 
The Navy operates two separate data 


systems for security reasons. One han­ 
dles classified data from Top Secret on 
down; the other handles data more sen­ 
sitive than Top Secret. Apparently, all it 
would take to combine the two would be 
to issue a few more security clearances. 
SEX DISCRIMINATION: Officials 
tried to suppress a scientific study of sex 
discrimination at the Federal Aviation 
Administration. We have obtained a copy 
of the study, which is based upon a 
statistical anaylsis. Using computers, an 


investigator compared the pay and 
promotion of men and women with 
similar backgrounds. The conclusion 
was that "whopping discrimination” is 
still going on. 
The report never got out of the FAA’s 
personnel office. An official, denying it 
was suppressed, explained that it 
couldn’t be released “until my super­ 
visory people had a chance to see it. It 
may have been a matter of miscom- 
munication.” 


Students struggle 
for press freedom

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - Frequent­ 
ly there are notes in the mail from 
scholastic journalists complaining of 
censorship. The most recent is from a 
young Nebraska editor who says her high 
school principal has prevented her from 
(Hinting an editorial critical of the 
nation’s president-elect 
won the struggle for 
freedom of expression 
200 years ago,” she 
grumps, 
" * m 
I 
wrong?” 
Well, she is and she 
isn’t wrong. The First 
Amendment does 
guarantee editorial 
liberty, but unfor­ 
tunately it does not at 
the same time deny 
age restrictions. 
Therefore the adult 
press has little enough 
confinement this 
bicentennial, but that 
of the young people is 
something else. Very 
often press freedom 
for America’s high school and college 
media is merely what institutional 
doctrines say it is. 
The discrimination is technically il­ 
legal. The Supreme Court upheld First 
Amendment rights for students late last 
decade, Justice Brennan making it clear 
that “neither students nor teachers shed 
their constitutional rights ... at the 
schoolhouse gate.” The word has not yet 
readied everyone, however, or is being 
ignored if it has, so our youngsters are 
still struggling for the fruits of the 
founders. 
That they are struggling is encourag­ 
ing When I was a tad of a scribe, hustl­ 
ing news for a high school offset, stu­ 
dents were seldom wont to question ad­ 
ministration strictures. School taw was 
gospel. When the faculty spake against 
“inflamatory reporting,” which was 
anything critical of anything, there was 
no court of appeal. We were expected to 
defer to adult shackles, and usually, in 
fear, we did.

guarantees. To underscore the reason, 
there is a case pending in Antelope 
Valley, Calif., where an award-winning 
high school editor was first denied the 
right to print a personalized expression, 
then denied the right to instead print an 
article on censorship, and finally 
prevented from even running an 
American flag in the disputed space. 
The absurdity knows few bounds. Our 
kids are having to hire lawyers today to 
defend their right to publish reviews of 
adult movies, to distribute alternative 
periodicals on campus, to interview 
radicals, and, of course, to criticize 
faculties or administrations. Attorneys 
in Norwalk, Ohio, are presently in­ 
vestigating a circumstance where a stu­ 
dent newspaper adviser was dismissed 
from his job after the paper accused the 
principal of a misuse of $180 in student 
fee funds. 
Such litigation can be nasty, and cost­ 
ly, but many times there is no 
democratic alternative. Issues of control 
and discipline are often perceived in 
these matters, as is convention. Thus 
whole communities are prone to ally 
against the youngsters, and to hell with 
what’s right. Rare even is the local new­ 
spaper that is willing to risk subscrip­ 
tions in the argument over whether the 
adults always know best. 
Ironically, 
this weight of public opinion against 
scholastic press freedom is probably the 
first reason such freedom is vital. Junior 
journalism is not only an incubator for 
professionals, but for democrats as well. 
Young people get an initial exposure to 
hard constitutional realities through the 
student press. If that impression is 
fueled only by meaningless pap, or dim­ 
med by obvious censorship, then the 
process of educating new citizens is 
made all the more difficult. 
Not that good citizens are ever easy to 
come by. Allowing our kids the freedom 
to develop imposes certain burdens and 
discomforts on the rest of us. For in­ 
stance we then have to spend more time 
teaching responsibility. But so far as the 
student press is concerned we have no 
moral choice. “Censorship,” as Justice 
Potter says, “reflects a society's lack of 
confidence in itself.” Besides, it’s 
against the law.
